SAN FRANCISCO. June Í r.—The 
last stand of a v anished race—a 
stand in defense of their historic 
religion—is being made today by 
the Pueblo Indians of the south­ 
west. 
In the v ast stretches of desert 
land th at hav e serv ed as a home 
for their forefathers for ages these 
Indians today are engaged in a 
struggle against forces which would 
uproot their fundam ental beliefs. 
Indian Commissioner Burke has 
ordered them to discontinue the 
teaching of their religion to Indian 
children. 
Depriv ed of instruction, the chil­ 
dren would grow up in ignorance 
of the doctrines of their ancestors 
and would in time become thor­ 
oughly Christian, it is charged. 
Facts in the case are being giv en 
the public by the Indian Defense 
Association of Northern and South­ 
ern California, which has organ­ 
ized a crusade to “secure for all 
Indians the right to land, to legal 
protection, modern education and 
religious liberty." 
The backbone of the Pueblo pro­ 
test is that their religion antedates 
practically all of those which the 
white man is trying to force on 
them today. 
The picturesque snake dance, or 
secret dance, 
which 
gov ernment 
officials hav e declared is little less 
than debauchery, is one of the main 
reasons for the gov ernment ban, it 
js understood. 
The Pueblos declare that all white 
scholars who hav e recorded the de­ 
tails of their ritual, particularly 
of the snake dance, see nothing 
harmful in its practice. 
The griev ances of (he Indians 
are set forth in a remarkable docu­ 
ment addressed to Commissioner 
Burke, which was signed by repre­ 
sentativ es of the 14 tribes. 
“Your order,” the document says, 
“demands 
that 
we 
immediately 
suspend the religious training of 
our children. . . . This religion is 
many thousands of years old among 
our people and is more important 
to each one of us than money, 
horses, land, or anything else in 
the world. It teaches us about God 
and the earth and about our duty
